clad only in a union suit, ran into a 
ser-luded nook where, benumbed with 
cold, he fell asleep.

Senator Chambers secured unanimous 
consent to a further minor amendment 
of the bill by inserting in two places 
in section 9 the words "graduate vet- 
erinarian," making clearer the right 
of the members of this profession to 
have alcoholic liquors In their posses- 
sion for medicinal purposes. 


Senator Simmons said "king alcohol 
will be uncrowned today. 
And it is 
fittSg 
that 
the 
people 
of 
Indiana 
should be assembled for the uncrown- 
ing." 


The senator declared that the con- 
fiscation of property is not involved in 
the enactment of the law and cited 
decisions of the supreme court which 
he said had decided that the liquor 
business has always been under police 
powers of the stat.e and subject to such 
control as to be entirely suspended at 
the pleasure and by the power of the 
people. 


Taken Up for Debate. 


The state-wide prohibition bill was 
taken up for third reading in the sen- 
ate shortly after 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, as planned, and debate, conducted 
principally by friends of the bill, en- 
sued. 


Like Thursday, when the bill was on 
second reading, the galleries and all 
space available to the public in the 
senate chamber was packed. 
The at- 
mospheric conditions in the room Ije- 
ca'me so bad that Miss Genevieve Mills, 
of 
Indianapoli.s, was 
overcome, but 
soon revived when taken to fresh air. 


Women Watcli Activities. 


Among the women who were pres- 
ent watching the activities were Mrs. 
James P. Goodrich, wife of the gov- 
ernor; her guest. Miss Anita Hendree 
Mill.s, of New York; Dr. Amelia Kellar, 
president of the Women's Franchise 
l^eague of Indiana, and Mis. Kdgar D. 
Bush, wife of the lieutenant governor. 


Friends of the measure were confi- 
dent that after the debate when the 
final vote was called for the bill would 
pass, they said. 


Effective April 3, 1918.

There was less nervousness 
tlian characterized the audience yes- i 
terday, however, as the voting on the 
amendments had shown the strength 
lay with those who favored the flnal 
enactment of the bill. 


Suffrage Comes Next. 


Following the enactment of the dry 
bill the senate program called for con- 
sideration 
of the suffrage question, 
which yesterday received encoprage- 
)ii.;nt m the house. WitU that question 
out of the way the remaining issues 
of Importance to be dealt with Include 
the regular and specific apprdpriation 
bills, which have not yet been Intro- 
duced; the question of consolidating 
and abolishing state orflcet, amending 
the tax laws, creating an economy and 
efficiency commission to make a sur- 
vey of state office's r-nd other items, 
listed In the administration program. 


It Is asserted that at the present rate 
of doing business there will be a dearth 
of buslnss the closing three weeks of 
the session. 


Gained Three Months.

One senator who Intends 
to vote wet, though expecting to be in 
the minority, predicted last night that 
the bill would pass by safe margin and 
he said he would not be surprised If a 
stampede resulted and swelled the pro- 
hibition vote to thirty-five or possibly 
more. 


Dry Forces Confident. 


"I have no doubt about the passage 
of the bill by the senate," said E. S. 
Shumaker, superintendent of the In- 
diana Anti-Saloon league, last night. 
'"The vote yesterday indicated 
that 
the bill was certain of two or three 
more votes than required for a ma- 
jority, but I will not be surprised if 
an increased majority is revealed by 
the roll call. 


"In the main the amendments made 
by the senate yesterclay were satis- 
factory to me and I see no reason why 
they should not be acceptible to the 
anti-liquor forces. The house adopted 
the bill by a vote of 70 to 28 and I be- 
llve it will accept the amendments by 
a majority equally as big, if not big- 
ger. 
The senate has made the bill 
much more drastic, restoring the drug 
store amendment which was in the or- 
iginal draft of the bill, but I believe 
that this amendment, which forbids 


holding in that country and provide 
free land to settlers. The same Is true 
of Australia." 


Prosijertty Will Not Stop. 


In answe'r to a question as to how 
soon 
the 
prosperity 
of the United 
States would end if the war .came to 
close, Mr. Howe said that the boom- 
ing of business would continue for an 
indefinite time after war. as all the 
nations would have to look t® the 
United States for materials used in the

He stated that after 
the war Europe would be bankrupted 
and 
the 
great creditor nations of 
England. France and Germany would 
not be in a position 
to 
finance 
the 
weaker countries or develop the re- 
sources. 


"Qver-seas finance to me," said the 
speaker." is a menace to the relations 
the »ale of spirituous and vinous liquors ^f 
powers, for one of the causes

"We must police foreign investments 
with a navy which is another effect of 
over-seas 
finance. 
In other countries 
it has meant conquest in order to se- 
cure protection . 
England went into

France went to Morocco and Tunis for 
the same reasons. 
All powers were

Turkey over railroads, 
mines and other investments. 
Each of

Bank Makes Report on 
Conditions. 


Chicago, 
Feb. 2.—Reports 
from 
varied lines—from bankers, manufac- 
turers and merchants—all give evi- 
dence of great activity, and annual 
repoi-ts ' which have come 
to 
hand 
show the favorable 
results 
of 
last 
year's operations. The banks through- 
out the district have increased de- 
posits and heavy reserves, and the in- 
vestment of these funds is a serious 
problem as in many Instances the 
local demand is far short of the sup- 
ply. 
Interest rates continue low and 
some of the country banks, 
which 
ordinarily have a good outlet at home 
for their money, are jîuying brokers' 
paper in spite of its small 
return, 
bond houses are enjoying a good vol- 
ume of sales, and authorties in this 
line are of the opinion that the in- 
vestor is in a strong position and i.s 
only waiting foj- some definite assur- 
ance as to the future before making 
commitments. 
One feature 
militat- 
ing against a .strong demand for local 
securities is the large volume of for- 
eign government 
obligations 
offered 
in this market at attractive interest 
rates. 
Firt mortgage farm loans are 
paying the lowest rate of interest in 
their history, and the amount loaned 
per acre is said to be the highest, 
caused by the entry into this field of 
the insurance companies and eastern 
banks and the call from investors for 
à good home security. 


The railroad situation is one of the 
most serious problems before the dis- 
trict and the car shortage has not 
been alleviated to any great extent. 
Comment on this subject come in from 
all sides, and the coal industry claims 
that it is unable to make deliveries 
owing to inability to secure cars to 
move the coal from the mines. 
In 
certain sections the farmers have been 
unable to secure cars to ship grain 
to market and the delay has brought 
about slow collection.^: Avhere the pay- 
ment.s were dependent upon the mar- 
keting of the crop. 
The grain mar- 
kets, with the exception of a spécu- 
lative flurry, have been strong. The 
<"rop in this country was of only fair 
volume and there is some indication 
that the farmers are holding 
back 
grain foi- .«peoulative purposes. 
An- 
other element tending to support the 
market is the Ar.firentine grain situa- 
tion and the heavy re<iulrements from 
abroad. 
T.ivestoek has come to mar- 
ket in quite a liberal way during the 
past month, realizing high prices. The 
cattle are generally in good condition 
but the hogs are frequently light in 
weight. 
It is reported that the sup- 
ply of animals throughout the coun- 
try is showing an increase, the domes- 
tic demand for packers' products is 
fair, and the export 
demand 
good. 
By-products are well taken at sub- 
stantial prices. 


All labor is well employed at this 
time, and while a shortage is being 
felt, it is believed by many that the 
trouble will be more acute in the 
spring when those who are now work- 
ing inside resume their open-air em- 
ployment in such lines as building, 
etc. 
Wages are generally in accord- 
ance with the value of the sei-vices 
and this has brought about a some- 
what better feeling and less discon- 
tent than existed several months ago. 
Reports from manufacturers and oth- 
ers indicate that collections in 
this 
district are satisfactory, the different 
localities natui-ally showing 
varying 
degrees of promptness in meeting their 
obligations. 
Throughtout Illinois and 
Indiana money is easy and payments 
satisfactory. 
Collections 
in 
Iowa, 
Michigan and Wisconsin are generally 
prompt but certain communities are 
suffering from inability to dispose of 
their crops, due to car shortage, while 
others are overstocked in some lines. 
These conditions, however, 
are not 
general and the situation on the whole 
i.s satisfactory. 


The steel companies 
are 
rushed 
with work, and the manufacturers de- 
pendent upon them find difficulty in 
securing prompt deliveries in .spite of 
the substantial prices paid. The high 
cost of raw materials is still looked 
upon as a possible deterrent to fu- 
ture buying but this has not made 
itself felt i n / h e results to date.

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Pardon for the 
Hunger-Striker 


Governor Whitman, of New York, has extended a pardon to Mrs. 
Byrne, birth control propagandist, who immediately launched a 
hunger strike" on her incarceration in prison under sentence after 
conviction in the courts eleven days ago. Mrs. Byrne refused to eat 
or drink, and she industriously set about as rapidly as possible to re- 
duce herself to a skeleton—living or dead as the chance might be—in 
incontrovertible proof that her cause wa« just and holy and that her 
incarceration was the outcome of the vicious iniquity of the establish- 
ed law and order of things. 


At once Mrs. Byrne and not her violation of the law became the 
p«ramouni; issue. There exuded from many sources a flood of sloppy 
^/apathy and misguided solicitude for the woman in the plight in 
which she had deliberately chosen to place herself. The prison offi- 
cials began a system of forcible feeding that had as its result a pop- 
ular feeling of revulsion that added to the outcry already being made 
by the birth-controllists. They declared the woman was dying. Prisoji 
officials denied it and insisted that Mrs. Byrne's stunt was more or 
less of a hoax. The cumulative effect of the furore, however, was the 
appeal to the governor and his final consent to a pardon for the woman 
on condition that she hereafter obey the law. 


As a result, Mrs. Byrne is freed and her peculiar cult has garnered 
a good deal of publicity which, after all, appears to have been precisely 
M'hat it was seeking. Neither Mrs. Byrne nor the ism for which she h?.s 
heen crusading constitute the essential point in the situation. The im- 
portant question develops when one Avonders whether the hunger strike 
is to become a recognized institution for either the mitigation of of- 
fense or the escape from penalty prescribed for violation of law in this 
country. Not every person, of course, would have nerve enough to 
carry starvation to the point of serious personal danger, but the en- 
couragement offered by the leniency extended in Mrs. Byrne's case 
tends to tempt a lot of others to seek both freedom and transient fame 
by the same freakish methods. 


The suggestion of the selection of Samuel M. Foster as one of the 
Allen county delegates to the convention which will frame a neiv con- 
stitution for Indiana is an admirable one, and The Sentinel is confident 
there could be no possibility of mistake in the selection of Mr. Foster. 
He is of the tjrpe of man nveeded in that capacity. For years a close stu- 
dent of governmental affairs, with pronouncedly progressive views but 
withal tempered by sound business judgment and a fine sense of dis- 
cretion and of justice, Mr. Foster is the sort of man capable of respond- 
ing to the demands of the occasion with credit to himself and to the 
people of Allen county.

His Dream Lies Behind Him 


Each War Death 
| 


Costs $9,806.20 | 


It costs exactly nine thousand, eight 
hundred six dollars and twenty cents 
to kill a man in modern warfare. 


Up to the first of January of this 
year the war had cost the belligerent 
nations $61,769,000,000, and they had 
killed 6,300,000 men, which majies a 
net average of $9,806.20 per corpse.. 


Of course, while the war lords were 
killing 
these 
millions 
they 
were 
wounding, more or less permanently, 
just about three times as many j?s 
they were killing; but since the sole 
object of modern warfare is to kill 
the enemy we are justified in crediting 
the cost up against the actual dead. 


The total casualties, including the 
wounded as well as the dead, up to 
January 
first, 
totaled 25,195,000, of 
which the allies had lost 15,845,000 
and the central powers 9,350,000. Rus- 
sia was by far the heaviest sufferer, 
having lost 8,700,000, 
as 
compared 
with 4,500,000 for Germany, 4,250,000 
for Austria, 3,800,000 for France and 
1,400,000 for Great Britain. 


The casualties up to date are almost 
as great as the total male population 
over 21 years of age in the United 
States, and about 5,000,000 more than 
the total population 
of 
the 
United 
States of militia age—from IS to 44 
years of age. 


The casualties of this war would 
more than replace the entire adult 
male populations of France and Ger- 
many. 


The number of killed in the present 
war Is a little more than six times 
as great as during the entire duration 
of the American civil war. 


The importance of actual killing has 
been enormously Increased by the ad- 
vance of modern 
military 
surgei-y. 
During the civil war the percentage 
of death and total incapacity from 
wounds was so great that it was con- 
sidered Just as effective to wound a 


man as to kill him, on account of the 
great cost of taking care of the in- 
capacitated. 
Indeed, old civil war vet- 
erans tell us that their orders were 
"Shoot at their legs!" because a wound 
was Just as costly to the enemy as s 
death, and the lower aim would cor- 
rect the natural tendwncy to sboot too 
high. 


But with modern »urgery Germany, 
Italy, France, and England, at least, 
are saving practically everybody that 
they can keep alivcy until they reach 
the great central ho.spItals. 
And they 
are sending back into the trenches a 
portion of the wounded that would 
seem utterly absurd to the civil war 
surgeon. 


The reason for the high cost of kill- 
ing men in modern warfare is appar- 
ent from the fact that it is estimated 
that it took 20 higli explosive shells, 
costing on the avei-age $250 apiece, 
to kill each man who died in the re- 
cent Somme offensive. 
To this must 
of course be added the cost of the 
long period of defensive waiting be- 
fore the "great drive" began, and also 
the enormous cost of the "army be- 
hind the army."

NEWSEA BLOCKADE 


MAY m O D COST 


Keeping Supplies in U. S. 
Likely to Bring a Price 
Drop. 


Chicago, Feb. 2.—A powerful blow 
against the high cost of living in this 
country will be struck by Germany's 
sea blockade if it is successful, 
ac- 
cording to statements yesterday 
by 
dealers in foodstuffs, coal and other 
commodities. A restoration, of "before 
.war" prices in butter, eggs, canned 
goods, milk and leather and coal i^ 
looked for in the immediate future if 
it develops that the Germans are able 
to stop ocean shipments. 


Flour yesterday dropped from 25 to 
50 cents a barrel and coal tumbled $1 
a ton on certain grades, although this 
fall it was said had been scheduled be- 
fore Germany's latest war move had 
been made known. 


."In effect the blockaae will accom- 
plish much the same result as an em- 
bargo'in lowering the prices of export- 
ed foodstuffs," said Col. Westerfeld, 
former president of the National Re- 
tail Grocers' association. 


' 
Food to Cost Less. 


"I expect the price of wheat, oats, 
lard, ham, bacon, canned meats, njilk 
and butter and eggs and all other . 
products which have bee^ up to this | 
time exported in large quantities go 
tumbling 
in the 
immediate 
future. 
Curiously enough, however, the price 
of fresh meats will soar to high figures. 


"The reason for this is that while the i 
price of cattle, hogs and sheep on the 
hoof has gone to exorbitant figures the 
price of fresh meats 
has, remained 
practically at the same figure during 
the last two years. 
Because the price 
of packing-house by-products, especial- . 
ly leather, has doubled and tripled in 
value the packers have been making | 
their profits on those products and sold I

Peas and beans also take the placo 
of meat. 
Oatmeal, wheat and 
nuts

material. 
Growing 
boys and girls, six years old or more, 
need more meat and eggs in propor- 
tion to their size than a grown 
per- 
.•son because their bodies are not only 
repairing tlie cells daily wearing out 
but also are making ne%v cell.s in bones 
which are 
growing 
longer, 
muscles 
which are growing larger, and in fact 
all the body tissues. 
I If the weather is warm and the body 
is .iust about the same temperature as 
the air no large amount of heat is be- 
ing lost, so smaller amounts of food

Caged in the "Confession Cell," a man, 
over whom tlie suspicion hangs, becomes 
a victim of his own thoughts. 
Specters 
of the dead haunt him, for the cell has 
housed the murderers of many other hu- 
man beings. 
^ This sort of torture was devised by 
Ex-Mayor and former Chief of Police 
Sebastian, who objected 
to 
the 
old 
•method of clubbing and starving sus- 
pects into admitting crimes of 
which 
they were often innocent. 
But the sys- 
tem of leaving men alone with their con - 
sciences proved far more liorrible agony 
than the brutal, physical sufTering that 
v.-as formerly inflicted. 
Under its dread- 
ful urge, many a suspect ha.s confessed 
lii.s atrocious crime and emerged from 
the "haunted chamber" a nervous wrcck.

morning had gent the thermometer down 
to six degrees below zero.

The suddenness and the severity of the 
cold snap brought with it much suffer- 
ing to the poor and needy and to others 
it brought heaps of inconveniences. The 
charitable organizations were kept busy 
the entire day answering calls for help 
and investigating other cases tliat were 
reported. 


One case was reported in the eastern 
portion of the city where a mother with 
tiu-ee cliildrcn who had been deserted by 
the father resided in a basement. A few 
smouldering coals in the little 
rusty 
stove gave evidence that at one time 
there had been a piece of wood or coal 
there to bring warmth to the family of 
four. 
The mother was ill. 
The chil- 
«Iren were too small to work. 
There 
liad. been nothing to eat in the house for 
over a day. Then 
the cold sp ,1 came. 
Their needs were attended to. 


The water Avorks department states 
that it never had so mucli trouble as on 
Friday morning. 
Calls from every sec- 
tion of the city came in stating that 
their water pipes were frozen and that 
they wanted them thawed out. 


The cold was so severe that the sema- 
phores used by traffic officers on the 
corners were frozen tight and could not 
be turned Friday morning.

If the pollution at No. 2 sta- 
tion Is due to seepage through the suc- 
tion line, in one or more of the wells, 
the submerged pump system may bo 
installed at once. 


In that case the present suction line 
plan at No. 2 station might be aban- 
doned altogether. 
If only one of the 
No. 2 wells is found to be defective the 
station will be maintained as at pres- 
ent. 
But a tubular deep water well 
will come sooner or later aa an addi- 
tion to the city water system. Mayor 
Hosey says. 


The new deep water well would be 
placed in another part of the city away 
from any of the present pumping sta- 
tions. 
Its equipment above ground 
would be much more simple than that 
now in vogue.

statutory prohibition unconstitutional. 
Senator Re.ser denied political justili- 
cation for the 
passage 
of the bill. 
Senator Robinson said this was not 
a political issue, but a moral ques- 
tion. 


Senator English then discoursed at 
length, explaining, he said, why he 
had voted for the bill. 
"I recognize," 
he said, "the groat sorrows that come 
from the liquor traffic. 
I recognize 
the tragedies that come into the home, 
to the wives and the chihlren. 
But I 
recognize, too that there are other in- 
terests to be considered here." 


During the roll call Senator Culb- 
ertson pointed out that he and his col- 
leagues had stood 
as 
partisans for 
what they regarded as fair play to 
the business involved in the bill and 
having done what they could, were 
now ready to face the proposition as a 
bald moral issue. 
On that, he said, 
there could be no honest division and 
he voted aye. 


Senator Eisner explained that 
he 
would not be bound by his vote in favor 
of the bill if the house of representa- 
tives refused to ratify the amendment 
taking from druggists the right to sell 
alcoholic liquors. 
He said he opposed 
the bill because "it proposed taking 
away the right to sell booze from the 
saloons and giving 
it to 
the drug 
stores." 


Senator Dorrell, leader of the dry 
forces 
among 
the 
democrats, 
an- 
nounced in voting: 
"I hereby consign 
to the grave forever in the state of In- 
diana Mr. John Barleycorn." 


Senator Nejdl explained that he had 
three reasons for voting against the 
bill—that he represented a wet con- 
stltuencey; that he did not approve 
of tlje methods used in presenting and 
pushing the bill, and that he personally 
did not believe in prohibition. 


Senator Hazen of Vanderburg and 
Warren county, explained that he voted 
against the bill in deference to the 
wishes of his constituents, and Sena- 
tor Erskinc, who also represents Van- 
derburg county, in the senate said he 
agreed to vote for the bill if the time 
for its taking effect were extended to 
December 31, 1918. 
However, as this 
agreement had not been kept he would 
vote "no."

spent each year by school children for 
new books. 
Five thousand dollars is a 
small sum when It Is considered that 
there are S.294 children in the public 
school-s. 
From an official list it is dis- 
covered that if a child going from the 
fii-st grade to the eighth grade pur- 
chases all new books the total expend- 
iture would be SB.70. 
This does not 
take care of pencils and paper. 
It in- 
cudes all textbooks. 
Tviany srholrirs 
buy second-hand l)ooks or 
use 
the 
ones that were used by their older sis- 
ters and brothers, which rcduces the 
annual expenditure a great deal. 
The 
bureau of education .states that 
the 
average cost of textbooks per year for 
a child is 7S..T cent.«;.

New York, Feb. 2.—"Forcible feed- 
ing is the most hellish toi-tui'e to which 
a human could be subjected," says 


For the first time in history a wom- 
an has been forcibly fed in jail In the 
United States in an effort to break a 
hunger strike. 
Mrs. Ethel Byrne, of 
New York, sentenced to thirty day.^ 
at the Blackwell's island jail for dis- 
tribution of birth control information, 
was fed by force after she refused to 
cat for five days. 


Miss Marion 
says 
hunger 
strikes 
and forcibly feedings she experienced 
in English jails have greatly impaired 
her life. 
She lías been exiled frgrn 
England because she is of German 
descent and is earning her living in 
New York working 
as 
a 
domestic 
servant. 


"I cannot think how human beings, 
especially those who call themselves 
civilized, can resoft to forcible feed- 
ings," said Miss Marlon. 


"And the practice will do no good. 
It has never succeeded. 
Women 
hunger strike always have to be re- 
leased. 


"I was forcibly fed 232 times in a 
period of 14 weeks' imprisonment in 
England. 
I had four imprisonments 
with forcible feeding and two hunger 
strikes in addition 


"At first the doctors and wardresses 
forced me ii>to a sitting position in a 
chair for the feeding. 
Later on they 
forced me down upon a bed. 
In the 
feeding the victim resists, but is over- 
powered. 


"When one is helpless, the doctors 
force a nasal tube through th"e .io.se 
until it reaches the stomach, which, 
of course, is a most horrible opera- 
tion. 
Vomiting and retching begin at 
once. 


"But when the tube is foi-ced down 
into 
the 
stomach, they 
pour 
food 
down. 
Most of It comes back as fast 
as they pour it d®wn. 
Sometimes the 
tube is forced into the windpipe in- 
' stead of into the stomach, and the 
food is poured onto the lungs instead 
of into the stomach. 


"That is what happened to mo in 
Birmingham once, and I was in the 
hospital and helpless several days. 


The nasal passage becomes much 
inflamed and it i.s at times impossible 
i to force the tube through. 
Then the 
other nostril is tried. 


"If there is a tooth missing, a steel 
instrument is used to force the jaws 
apart, and a steel gag is screwed into 
the mouth; then a somewhat larger 
tube 
is 
forced 
down 
through 
the 
mouth into the stomach. 


"I rise to protest against the forci- 
ble feeding of Mrs. Byrne or any other 
woman. 
I will start some militant 
action. 
No woman can be tortured in

"They have heard of the war," said 
thé governor, "but they have only a

Impression 
of 
the 
gigantic 
struggle. The Eskimo papers that are 
published once a month, give them a 
rough idea of the conflict, but the is- 
sues are 
entirely 
foreign 
to them. 
These papers are planted by native 
printers trained In Denmark. In them 
are reprç'duced 
war 
pictures 
taken 
from the ^Danish papers." 


The waste of human life makes the 
deepest Impression on these Green- | 
landers, according to Governor Dan- 
gaard.

"After bluntly refusing 
German's 
peace offer, the entente powers stated 
in their note addressed to the Ameri- 
can government that they are deter- 
mine dto continue the war in order 
to deprive Germany of German prov- 
inces in the west and east, to destroy 
Austria Hungary and to 
annihilate 
! Turkey. 
In waging war with such 
I aims the entente allies are violating 
• all rules of International law as they 
I prevent the legitimate trade of neu- 
I trals with the central powers and of 
the neutrals among themselves. 
Ger- 
many, has, so far, not made unre- 
stricted use of the weapon which she 
possesses in her submarines. 
Since 
the entente powers, however, 
have 
made it impossible to come to an un- 
derstanding based on equality of rights 
of all nations, as proposed by the cen- 
ti-al powers and have instead declared 
only such a peace to be possible which 
shall be dictated by the entente allies 
and shall result in the destruction and 
humiliation of the central powers, Ger- 
many is unable further to forego the 
full use of her submarines. 


To Bring War to End. 


"The imperial 
government 
there- 
fore does not doubt that the govern- 
ment of the United States will under- 
stand the situation thus forced upon 
Germany by the entente allies' brutal 
methods of war- and by their deter- 
mination to destroy the central powers 
and

the new opening disclosed Intention 
of the entente allies gives back to Ger- 
many the freedom of action which she 
reserved in her note addressed to the

"Under these circumstances 
Ger- 
many will meet the Illegal measures 
of her enemies by forcibly preventing, ' 
after February 1, 1917, 
in

around Great Britain, France, Italy ' 
and in the eastern Mediterranean all 
navigation, 
neutrals" included, 
from

"The imperial government Is con- 
fident that this measure wll! result 
in a speedy termination of the war 
and the restoration of peace which 
the government of the United States 
has 80 much at heart.

Now that the 
war, through the fault of Germany's

Vetoed Immigration Bill is 
Expected to Pass in Sen- 


ate as Well. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—By a vote of 28.5 
to 106, more than the required two-thirds 
majority, the house last night overrode 
the president's veto of the Burnett im- 
migration bill. 
The bill will go to the 
senate today and it ia expected the up- 
per body will follow the action of the 
house. Heretofore the house haa been a 
stumbling block in the way of oveiTid- 
ing- presidential vetoes of immigration 
bill.s containing the literacy test. 


"Two-thirds having voted to reconsid- 
er the bill 
and 
pas.«? it," 
announced 
Speaker Clark, "the bill is passed, the 
veto of the president notwithstanding. 
An outburst of applause greeted the an- 
nouncement. 
The vote to override the 
veto was along nonpartisan line?. 
The 
line of division was substantially that of 
former occasions when the immigration 
issue was before the house. 
As a rule 
members from the rural districts voted 
for the bill and the members from the 
cities having a large element of foreign 
population voted to sustain the presi- 
dent. 
Three presidents have vetoed im- 
nngration bills which contkined a liter- 
acy test. 
President Cleveland first dis- 
approved such a measure. In Februarr, 
1913, President Taft vetoed the bill. The 
senate passed the bill over the veto by 
a vote of 72 to 18, but the house lacked 
a few votes of the required two-thirds 
majority. 


When President 
Wilson 
vetoed the 
Burnett bill in February, 1915, the house 
lacked four votes of a majority to pass 
the bill over the veto. The bill did not 
go to the senate owing to the failure of 
reconsideration in the house. 


There is little doubt the senate will

Elevation in'Rank Has Re- 
duced Power of French 
Commander. 


Paris, 
Jan. 
25.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—The elevation of 
General Joffre to the rank of Marshal of 
France appears to have eliminated him 
entirely from any effective connection 
with the army. 
The general public is 
slow to comprehend the situation but 
discreet references in the press leave lit- 
tle doubt as to the fact. 
Prior to the 
decree that named Joffre technical coun- 
cillor to the war council he was the com- 
mander-in-chief of all the French armies. 
The two decrees that were issued sim- 
ultaneously with that which raised him 
to the rank of marshal annulled the de- 
cree that made him conncillor to the war 
council. 
In the meantime other decrees 
named General 
Nivelle 
commander-in- 
chief of the Frcnch armies operating in 
France and General Sarrail commander- 
in-chief of the Saloniki expedition. 
An- 
other decree made Generals Nivelle and 
Sarrail responsible directly to the minis- 
ter of war. Consequently, Joffre is mar- 
shal without a command and without 
any other function excepting that mem- 
ber of the superior war council that has 
not met as such since the beginning of 
the war. 


It is held alsa that -Toffr« ceased to be 
a member of the superior war council 
the moment he was ])Iaced in command 
of the I'Yench armies in the field in face 
of the enemy. 


Tlie new marshal, the first to have 
been named under the third republic, is, 
according to some papers, already en- 
joying a rest in hi.s native town of Rive- 
salte in the Ba.ws Pyrenees. Others in- 
sist that he is still at his home in Pari.s. 
I'he Petit Parisien says that he has al- 
ready in readiness the barge with which, 
according 
to 
his 
declaration to the 
American newspaper correspondents, he 
longed to make a voyage by river and 
canal through France. 


"Joffre's barge," says the Petit Par- 
isien, "is moored on the left bank of the 
Seine in a solitary spot near Bougival 
where it has remained since the first days 
of the war. Nothing distinguishes it in 
outward appearance from other river 
barges. 


"The interior, however, is most com- 
fortably fitted up with study, recei)tion 
room, library, salon and smoking room. 
No name is seen anywhere on the barge 
but the inhabitants of the locality who 
talk of it already 
as 
the 
'raarshal's 
barge' declare that it is to be named 
'The Swan.'"

COAL AND WOOD. 


Dunedln, New Zealand, Jan. 10.— 
(Correspondence 
of 
The 
ABSOCiafed 
Press.)—The fate of Captain Aeneas 
A. Mackintosh and nine of the crew 
of the Aurora, one of the veeselii of 
the Shackleton andtartics expedition, 
who have not been heard from since 
May G, 1915, Vv'ill soon be known. 
Sir 
j Ernest Shackleton. who sailed from 
! Port Chalmers on December 21, s&ld 
j he was hopeful of finding the mombei*3 
of the marooned Mackintosh party all 
•well, but he realized that they have 
been exposed to grave dangers and he 
could not conceal his anxiety about 
them. 


Sir Ernest is proceeding to the rescue 
i of the Aurora, the same vessel from 
I v,-hich Mackintosh and his men were 
f separated when the steamer 
broke 
I from her moorings in a blizzard in Ross 
I sea, two years ago. 
These men have 
had no means of knowing that Sir 
Ernest's part of the expedition, which 
was to have crossed the southern ice 
cap from the Weddell sea, failed be- 
cause their ship, the endurance, was 
crushed in the ice. 
Ignorant of this, 
it is pos.sible that the Mackintosh par- 
ty divided and some of its members 
proceeded toward the pole to cache 
provisions for Shackleton's party, or 
have gone on in search of him because 
of anxiety over his non-appearance. 


If there has been a division of the 
Mackintosh party in this manner it will 
render the re.scue more difficult, for it 
will mean that the Aurora will not 
only have to get through the ice in Iloss 
sea and rcach the spot where the men 
were last .seen, but Sir Ernest will prob- 
ably have to undertake a sledge jour- 
ney as far at least as the foot of Beard- 
more glacier. 
Provided the ice condi- 
tions are good, and it is now mid-sum- 
mer in the antarctic. Sir Ernest be- 
lieved the Aurora would reach Ross sea 
hy .January 
Sir Ernest could not 
make further plans until he knew the 
rir' Umstances. biit if he found the ma- 
rooned party intact at its original base 
he believed he would be bark in New 
Zealand with the men not later than 
March.

I. The Teacher of the Jews (vr. 1, 
2). Nlcodemus was a member of th« 
sanhedrin (Ch. 7:50). He belonged to 
; the Pharisees who were much devoted 
! to the scriptures, and in whose hand 
the 
political 
affairs were 
largely 
placed by the Romans. There are sev. 
eral reasons why Nicodemus came to 
Jesus by night. Prudence dictated s» 
crecy, but that he came at all was en* 
couraging. He 'was more apt to find 
Jesus at home in the evening. He had 
much that he wished to learn, and 
needed a quiet hour, removed from 
the crowd. The things that Jesus had 
done and taught made Nicodemua 
think that Jesus might be th© Mes- 
siah. 
Nicodemus wanted to know 
how to be blessed or happy. 
! n. A Teacher From Ood (rr. 8-8). 
A great majority of the disciples ol 
Jesus came from the common peopi« 
'(I Cor. 1:26) yet for all classes h« 
had the same message, "Te must b« 
bom again." 
The answer of Jesus 
was according to the condition of th« 
man before him, the deepest need of 
'his soul. Literally, he said, "Most as* 
puredly, except a man (anyone) ba 
Ibom again (anew or from above) ha 
cannot enter the kingdom of heaven." 
To be born anew means to be bom 
again. It matters not what your par» 
'entage may have been. If any man 
could do without a new birth, Nico* 
demus was that man. He was moral, 
religious and sincere. The Instrument 
through which this birth is effective 
is the word of God (I Peter 1:23; 
James 1:18 ; John 15:3) and the au- 
thor is the Holy Spirit (v. 5; Titus 
3:5). Water is a symbol of the word 
(Bph. 5:26). 
Literally 
translated, 
this passage would read, "Except one 
be bom of water and wind." And as 
wind "by universal consent refers to 
one factor in regeneration, the Spirit, 
so the water manifestly refers to the 
other element of regeneration, the 
word." 
The main contention is that 
the word Is the instrument In the re- 
generation. 
Although not expressly 
mentioned 
here, 
it 
is 
elsewhere^ 
Nicodemiis was a teacher of Israel (v. 
,10 R. V.) and yet he did not know so 
fundamental a truth as the new birth, 
though the Old Testament taught It. 


III. The Pupil's Difficulty (vv. 9-13), 
The works of the flesh as contrasted 
with the fruits of the Spirit are 
brought out in the Epistles, yet, like 
Nicodemus, people are asking today, 
"How can these things be?" 
Jesus 
challenges Nicodemus with the words, 
"Art thou a teacher of Israel and un- 
derstandest not these things?" What 
Jesus said to Nicodemus (vv. 11-18) 
is true of the scriptures now, especial- 
ly of the New Testament. They tes- 
tify to the facts which Jesus knew 
and revealed, he having been 
in 
heaven, and come down from heaven 
for the purpose of making them 
known. 
To be born implies that It 
Is the starting point of a new life, that 
we must grow as a child grows to be 
a man until It reaches to "a perfect 
man untd the measure of the stature 
of the fullness of Christ" (Eph. 4:18). 


IV. The Lessen Illustrated (w. 14, 
15, 18). 
Jesus believed in objective 
teaching, and he here refers to a 
memorable event in the early history 
of the Jews as illustrating his teach- 
ing. The Journey through the wilder- 
ness to the promised land became 
weary and discouraging, and the Is- 
raelites complained bitterly of their 
hardships, complaining against Grod 
and against Moses. Punishment came 
'in the form of fiery serpents, called 
fiery from the burning, stinging sensa- 
tion caused by their bite. So Intense 
was the venom of the bites that they 
became fatal In a few hours. 
This 
punishment made the people realize 
the awful evil of sin. They acknowl- 
edged their sin, and prayed for for- 
giveness. Moses made a brazen ser- 
pent, and carried It through the camp 
so that all could see, and looking be- 
came an act of faith. Implying repent- 
ance and return to obedience and to 
God. Thus our salvation Is literally, 
"Look and live;" believe and have 
eternal life; doubt and perish (Mark 
16:16; John 8:36). 


V. God's Greatest Gift (v. 16). This 
Is probably the most-familiar verse 
known to the Christian world, and 
has led more souls to salvation than 
any other in the Biblf.

Washing-ton, Fe"» 2.—In appropri- 
atingr tweJve million dollars to equip 
government 
navy yards with machin- 
ery to build battleships^ the 
house 
committee on naval affairs has taken 
a 
notable step 
forward. 
Secretary 
Daniels urged this appropriation. 
He 
was compelled to do so by the atti- 
tude of private ship buildei's who had 
not been willing to accept the govern- 
•ment prices for hulls, armor and guns. 
The 
naval 
appropriation 
bills also 
adds nine millions to the 
sixty-six 
million dollars last year appropriated 
for the four new batile-cruisers. 
The 
buildei'.s want about nineteen millions 
apiece for hull and machinery to un- 
dertake those crui.sers. 


With previous appropriations there 
is available now eighteen million dol- 
lars for equipping government na\-y 
yard!?. 
The .secretary will use 
this 
money as rapidly as it can be used 
to advantage in making it possible 
for Uncle Sam to build his own battle- 
ships. 
Private companies will have 
plenty to do- in addition to what the 
government 
will do. 
Private 
yards 
aie crowded now to the limit, build- 
ing commercial ships, and the pros- 
pect is that this activity will last for 
many years after the war.

Chicago, Feb. 2.—"The'net operating 
income of the railways of the United 
States for November, 1918, according to 
the report just issued by the inter state 
commerce commission, shows a decline 
for the first time gince January, 1915," 
says the Railway Age Gazette. 
"This 
means that the increase in operating ex- 
penses and taxes, which has been going 
on for over a year, has at last caught 
up with the increases in gross earnings. 
The railway net operating incomc for 
November was $101,717,000, or $441 a 
mile, as compared with $103,006,000 in 
November, 1915, or $449 a mile. 
The 
total operating revenues increased from 
$1,303 to $1,390 jper mile and operating 
expenses increased b j the same number 
of dollars per mile, from $801 to $894, 
so that the net operating revenue, $502, 
was the same as for November, 1915. 
Taxes, however, increased from $53 to 
$61 per mile, which makes the decrease 
in net operating income 
$8 per 
mile. 
The reduction is brought about by the 
railroads in the eastern district, which 
show a decline in net operating revenue 
from $800 to $720 a mile, due to an in- 
crease in expenses of over $200 per mile. 
Their taxes also increased from $79 to 
' $97 a mile, so that the net operating in- 
<-onie of the eastern railways was only 
$G23 as compared with $721 in 1915. The 
southern and western roads still show 
greater increases in revenue than in ex- 
penses. 


"For a considerable period after the 
increased volume of traffic began," the 
Railway Age Gazette says, "the railways 
were able to control their operating ex- 
penses so that they did not increase in 
proportion, but, on the eastern roads in 
particular, where the congestion of traf- 
fic has been most felt, the expenses 
have 
for 
some 
time been increasing 
faster proportionately than the earnings. 
The increases in net operating income 
which have been show^n since February 1, 
1915, were due for several months to 
a reduction in operating expenses greater 
than the decline in gross earnings, which 
was still being shown in comparison with 
1914, and when the increase in earnings 
began about July, 1915, the expenses 
still showed a comparative decrease until 
about November. 
The end of the large 
increases in net which have caused so 
much comment during the past year 
was foreshadowed, how^ever, by the re- 
port for September, when with an in- 
crease of 12.6 per cent in earnings per 
niilo the -operating expenses increased 
13.8 per cent. In October the increase in 
earnings was somewhat less, 10.8 per 
cent, while the increase in expense was 
11.7 per cent. The increast-s in expenses 
are principally in the department of con- 
ducting transportation, although there 
have 
been 
considerabie 
Increases 
in 
maintenance. 
Taxes have been showing 
large increases througiiont the .year."

Chicago, Feb. 2.—An estimate of 


forty persons dead in a gas explosion 
and flre in a tenement building in the 
west side Ghetto, at 1 a. m., ma.y be 
materially reduced 
as 
many hours 


later removal of debris enabled fire- 
men 
to 
rescue three unconscious 


adults. 


Firemen, police and laborers, ' en- 


couraged, by sounds which indicated 
others were living, worked frantically 
to remove wreckage. 


The scene of the disaster is at 


Fourteenth street and Newberry ave- 
nue, in the heart of the foreign dis- 
trict on the west side. The thermome- 
ter registered 8 degrees below zero 
and the injured suffered severely from 
the cold. 


Only f-i bodies had been recovered 


early today o.it at least two score of 
injured had been ta«.c:' to hospitals. 


The explosion, which wi .-> heard for 


several miles, wrecked many build- 
ings in the vicinity and broke thou- 
sands of windows within a radius of a 
mile. 


Many were believed to have been in- 


jured in a building across the street 
from where the explosion occurred. 


Wreckage Catches Fire. 


The wreckage caught fire from the 


gas escaping from a bursted main and 
the street lighting system was disabled 
Which hampered rescue work. 


Both 
buildings 
were 
tenement 


houses and were located in the heart 
of the west side foreign quarter. 
Neighbors estimated that there were 
twenty-five children and double that 
number of adults in the wrecked build- 
ing and about half as many occupants 
in the building across the street. Prob- 
ably more than half of these the police 
believe were unable to escape before 
the walls and floors fell in. 


Several children injured by being 


thrown from upper story windows were 
taken to the Cook county hospital near 
by. Six adults.three of them believed to 
have sustained fractured skulls by 
leaping from the crumpling timber of 
the structure, also were taken to the 
hospital. . 


Flee in Bluer Cold. 


A call sent throughout the district 


brought a number of physicians who 
volunteered to care for the scores of 
homeless persons who fled from their 
wrecked rooms scantily clad. 


Water freezing almost as fast as it 


fell formed a thick glaze over the 
wreckage and still further hampered 
the work of the rescuers and firemen. 
Cries gave rise to a belief that a num- 
ber of persons were caught underneath 
the wreckage. Physicians said, how- 
ever, that they could not survive long 
in the zero temperature.

"After the War—What?" This even- 
ing he will talk on the subject, "Th»

In his address at noon Mr. Howe 


said: "It is impossible to tell what 
will happen to Immigration after the 
war. There is very widespread inter- 
est al over the country about what .Is 
going to happen to immigration. Will 
the countries of Europe prevent their 
able-bodied men from leaving, or will 
poverty, burden of taxation and losses 
which everyone has suffered bring 
aabout an unprecedented immigra- 
tion to this country? There is great 
diversity of opinion on this subject. 
In my opinion the warring countries 
will do everything in their power to 
keep their able-bodied meen, at least, 
at home. They will need them for re- 
construction purposes. Certainly this 
will be truo of Germany and France.

Prosperity Will Not Stop. 


In answer to a-question as to how 


soon the prosperity of the United 
States would end if the war came to 
close, Mr. Howe said that the boom- 
ing of business would continue for an 
indefinite time after war, as all the 
nations would have to look to the 
United States for materials used in the 
reconstruction of the country. 
He 


also said that the resources of the 
countries had been exhausted and that 
they would have to purchase nearly 
all their 
raw 
materials from this 


country. 


Mr. Howe went on to say that he 


believed that there would be 
'from 


500.000 to 1,000,000 return to Europe 
after the war to see their friends, to 
visit desolate places, but particularly 
to acquire land cheaply. 
This, he 


said, 
particuarly 
pertained 
to the 


Poles. 


Over-Seas Finance. 


In speaking of the over-seas finance 


menace 
question Mr. Howe 
related 


that America had become the creditor 
nation and has already loaned two 
billion dollars to Europe, Canada and 
South America. He stated that after 
the war Europe would be bankrupted 
and 
the 
great creditor nations of 


England. France and Germany would 
not be in a position to finance the 
weaker countries or develop the re- 
sources. 


"Over-seas finance to me." said the 


speaker." is a menace to the relations 
of the powers, for one of the causes 
of the present European war is the 
conflict of financiers, railroad builders 
and concession owners all over the 
world. Germany. Franco and England 


were in conflict in the Mediterranean. 
This conflict extended 
over many 


years. 
Most of the -wars in the last 


thirty years were the result of colonial 
conflicts. 


Every Dollar Needed Here. 


"Over-seas finance," continued Mr. 


Howe, "is a menace to intenfal devel- 
opment. 
We need every dollar 
of 


money at home. 
Our railroads need 


billion^ 
of 
dollars. 
Industry all 


through the country is suffering from, 
inadequate railway developments. Our 
weath should be Invested here rather 
than in South America and China. It 
should be used for American industry, 
for agriculture and for our own in- 
ternal issues. 


Conquest to Get Protection. 


' "We must police foreign investments 
with a navy which is another effect of 
over-seas finance. In other countries 
it has meant conquest in order to se- 
cure protection . England went into 
Egypt to protect 
her 
bondholders. 


France went to Morocco and Tunis for 
the same reasons. 'All powers were 
warring 
in 
Turkey over railroads, 


mines and other investments. Each of 
the countries lost 
their 
liberty to 


greater powers through the process." 


Mexican Situation. 


In closing, the interesting speaker 


stated that the Mexican slutation w*i 
brought about in the same manner. 
He stated that it was the demand of 
the American Investors in Mexico that 
was back of the demand for Interven- 
tion. "To my mind," said the speaker, 
"the dollar diplomacy is the greatest 
menace to this country."

Bank Makes Report on 


Conditions. 


Chicago, Feb. 2.—Reports 
from 


varied lines—from bankers, manufac- 
turers and merchants—all give evi- 
dence of great activity, and annual 
reports which have come to hand 
show the favorable results of last 
year's operations. The banks through- 
out the district have increased de- 
posits and heavy reserves, and the in- 
vestment of these funds is a serious 
problem as in many instances the 
local demand is far short of the sup- 
ply. 
Interest rates continue low and 


some of the country banks, which 
ordinarily have a good outlet at home 
for their money, arc Buying brokers' 
paper in spite of its small - return, 
bond houses are enjoying a good vol- 
ume of sales, and authorties In this 
line are of the opinion that the in- 
vestor is in a strong position anil is 
only waiting feu- some definite assur- 
ance as to the future before making 
commitments. 
One feature militat- 


ing against a strong demand for local 
securities is the large volume of for- 
eign government obligations offered 
in this market at attractive interest 
rates. Firt mortgage farm loans are 
paying the lowest rate of interest in 
their history, and the amount loaned 
per acre is said to be the highest, 
caused by the entry into this field of 
the insurance companies and eastern 
banks and the call from investors for 
a good home security. 


The railroad situation is one of the 


most serious problems before the dis- 
trict and. the car shortage has not 
been alleviated to any great extent. 
Comment on this subject come in from 
all sides, and the coal industry claims 
that it ia unable to make deliveries 
owing to inability to secure cars to 
move the coal from the mines. 
In 


certain sections the farmers have been 
unable to secure cars to ship grain 
to market und the delay has brought 
about slow collections where the pay- 
ments were dependent upon the mar- 
keting ot the crop. 
The grain mar- 


kets, with the exception of a specu- 
lative flurry, have been strong. 
The 


crop in this country was of only fair 
volume and there is somo indication 
that the farmers are holding back 
grain for speculative purposes. 
An- 


other clement tending to support the 
market IK the Argentine grain situa- 
tion and the heavy requirements from 
abroad. livestock has come to mar- 
ket in quite a liberal way during the 
past month, realizing high prices. The 
cattle are generally In good condition 
hut tho hogs are frequently light in 
weight. 
It is reported that the sup- 


ply of animals throughout the coun- 
try is showing an increase, the domes- 
tic demand for packers' products is 
fair, and the export 
demand 
good. 


By-products are well taken at sub- 
stantial prices. 


All labor Is well employed at this 


time, and while a shortage Is being 
felt, it Is believed by many that the 
trouble will be more acute in the 
spring when those who are now work- 
ing: inside resume their open-air em- 
ployment In such lines as building, 
etc. Wages are generally in accord- 
ance with the value of the services 
and this has brought about a some- 
what better feeling and less discon- 
tent than existed several months ago. 
Reports from manufacturers and oth- 
ers indicate that collections In this 
district are satisfactory, the different 
localities naturally showing varying 
degrees of promptness in meeting their 
obligations. Throughout Illinois and 
Indiana.jaoney is easy and payments 
satisfactory. 
Collections in Iowa, 


Michigan and Wisconsin are generally 
prompt but certain communities are 
suffering from Inability to dispose of 
their crops, due to car shortage, while 
others are overstocked in some lines. 
These conditions, however, are 
not 


general and the situation on the whole 
is satisfactory. 


The steel companies 
are 
rushed 


with work, and the manufacturers de- 
pendent upon them find difficulty in 
securing prompt deliveries in spite of 
the substantial prices paid. The high 
cost of raw materials is still looked 
upon as a possible deterrent to fu- 
ture buying but this has not made 
itself felt In the results to date. Dry 
goods distributors and merchants look 
forward to a good spring business and 
this year's sales to date are consid- 
erably ahead of last year. This, how-

It was the best advertising we had. 
Of course, we had splendid co-opera- 
tion from the newspapers. 


"Other methods were interviews 


with prominent people.

publicity. We had men carry banners 
through the streets, =,nd placed cards 
on jitneys. We had the city council 
suspend an ordinance forbidding writ- 
ing on sidewalks with chalk for twen- 
ty-four hours, and had people write 
on the sidewalks.

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Pardon ior the Hunger-Striker 


Governor "Whitman, of New York, has extended a pardon to Mrs. 


Byrne, birth control propagandist, who immediately launched a 
"hunger strike" on. her incarceration in prison under sentence after 
conviction in the courts eleven days ago. 
Mrs. Byrne refused to eat 


'or drink, and she industriously set about as rapidly as possible to re- 
duce herself to a skeleton—living or dead as the chance might be—in 
incontrovertible proof that her cause was' just and holy and that her 
incarceration was the outcome of the vicious iniquity of the establish- 
ed law and order of things. 


At once Mrs. Byrne and not her violation of the law became the 


paramount issue. There exuded from many sources a flood of sloppy 
yy»pmthy and misguided solicitude for the woman in the plight in 
which she had deliberately chosen to place herself. The prison offi- 
cials began a system of forcible feeding that had as its result a pop- 
ular feeling of revulsion that added to the outcry already being made 
by the birtn-controllists. They declared the woman was dying. Prison 
officials denied it and insisted that Mrs. Byrne's stunt was more or 
less of a hoax. The cumulative effect of the furore, however, was the 
appeal to the governor and his finul consent to a pardon for the woman 
on condition that she hereafter obey the law. 


As a result, Mrs. Byrne is freed and her peculiar cult has garnered 


u good deal of publicity which, after all,jippcars to have been precisely 
what it was seeking. Neither Mrs. Byrne nor the ism for which she has 
been crusading constitute the essential point in the situation. The im- 
portant question develops when one wonders whether the hunger strike 
is to become a recognized institution for either the mitigation of of- 
fense or the escape from penalty prescribed for violation of law in this 
country. Not every person, of course, would have nerve enough to 
carry starvation to the point of serious personal danger, but the en- 
couragement offered by the leniency extended in Mrs. Byrne's caso 
tends to tempt a lot of others to seek both freedom and transient fame 
by the, same freakish methods.

Each War Death 


Costs $9,806.20''' 


It costs exactly nine thousand, eight 


hundred six dollars and twenty cents 
to kill a man in modern warfare. 


Up to the first of January of this 


year the war had cost tho belligerent 
nations $61,769.000.000, and they hud 
killed 6.300,000 men. which makes a 
net average of $9,806.20 per corpse.. 


Of corn-so, while tho war lords wore 


killing theso 
millions 
they 
were i 


wounding, more or less permanently, j 
'just about three times as many PS I 
they were killing; but since tho sole | 
object of modern warfare is to kill 
the enemy we are Justified in crediting 
the cost up against the actual dead. 


Tho total casualties, Including tho i 


wounded as well as the dead, up to 1 
January first, totaled 25,195,000, of j 
which tho allies had lost 15,845,000 
and the central-powers 9,350,000. Rus- 
sia was by far tho heaviest sufferer, 
having lost 8,700,000. as 
compared i 


with 4,500,000 for Germany. 4,250,000 
for Austria, 3,800,000 for France and 
1,400,000 for Great Britain. 


Tho casualties up to date are almost 


as great as the total male population 
over 21 years of age In the United 
States, and about 5,000,000 more than 
the total population of the United 
States of militia ago—from IS to 44 
years of age. 


The casualties of this war would 


more than replace the entire adult 
male populations of Franca and Ger- 
many. 


The number of killed in tho present 


war is a little more than six times 
as great as during the entire duration 
of the American civil war. 


The importance of actual killing has 


been enormously Increased by the ad- 
vance of modern 
military 
surgery. 


Dufing the civil war the percentage 
ol death and total incapacity from 
wounds was so great that It was con- 
sidered just as effective to wound a 


man as to kill him, on account of the 
great cost of taking care of the In- 
capacitated. Indeed, old civil war vet- 
erans tell us that their orders were 
"Shoot at their legs!" because a woum" 
was Just as costly to the enemy M .- 
death, and tho lower aim would cor- 
rect the natural tendency to shoot too 
high. 


But with modern aurgory Germany, 


Italy. France, and England, at least, 
are savins practically everybody that 
they can keep alive- until they reach 
the great central hospitals. And they 
are sending back into tho trenches a 
portion of tho wounded that would 
seem utterly absurd to the civil war 
surgeon. 


Tho reason for the high cost of kill- 


ing men In modern warfare i« appar- 
ent from the fact that it Is estimated 
that it took 20 high explosive shells, 
costing on the average $250 apiece, 
<o kill each man who died In the re- 
cent Sommo offensive. 
To this must 


of course bo added trio cost of the 
long period of defensive waiting be- 
fore the "great drive" began, and also 
tho enormous cost of the "army be- 
hind the army."

Keeping Supplies in U. S. 


Likely to Bring a Price 


Drop. 


Chicago, Feb. 2.—A powerful blow 


against the high cost of living in this 
country will be struck by Germany's 
sea blockade if it is successful, ac- 
cording to statements yesterday by 
dealers in foodstuffs, coal and other 
commodities. A restoration of "before 
war" prices in butter, eggs, canned 
goods, milk and leather and coal is 
looked for in the immediate future if 
it develops that the Germans are able 
to stop ocean shipments. 


Flour yesterday dropped from 25 to 


50 cents a barrel and coal tumbled $1 
a ton on certain grades, although this 
fall it was said had been scheduled be- 
fore Germany's latest war move had 
been made luiown. 


"In effect the blockade will accom- 


plish much the same result as an em- 
bargo In lowering the prices of export- 
ed foodstuffs." salfl Col. "Westerfeld, 
former president of the National Re- 
tail Grocers' association. 


Food to Cost TJCSS. 
"I expect the price of wheat, oats, 


lard, ham, bacon, canned meats, milk 
and butter and eggs and all other 
products which have been up to this 
time exported in large quantities go 
tumbling In the Immediate future. 
Curiously enough, however, the price 
of fresh meats will soar to high figures. 
'The reason for this is that while the 


price of cattle, hogs and sheep on tho 
hoof has gone to exorbitant figures the 
price of fresh meats has remained 
practically at the same figuro during 
the last two years. Because the price 
of packing-house by-products, especial- 
ly leather, has doubled and tripled In 
value the packers have been making 
their profits on those products and sold 
meat at a price which roprcsentod 
practically no profit." 


X&gs Up 3 Cents. 


Despite the German blockade procla- 


mation tho price of eggs advanced 3 
cents yesterday and butter also reg- 
istered a slight rise. Small reccipts'duo 
to the cold weather, it was said, were 
responsible for the increase in price. 
When production is increased with tho 
coming of spring and xvith foreign mar- 
kets cut off by submarines, if the block- 
ado is effective, the price of both but- 
ter and eggs will fall to a low figure, 
according to Kobert Miller., of the Chi- 
cago Retail Grocers' association. 


Prices submitted by Mr. Miller 


placed eggs yesterday at 48 cents a 
dozen retail, butter at 43 and 44 cents, 
potatoes at from $2.50 to $3 a bushel 
retail. Cabbages, which a year ago 
sold for $5 a ton wholesale, said Mr. 
Miller, were quoted by him at*$150 a 
ton.

Caged in the "Confession Cell," a man, 


over whom the suspicion hangs, becomes 
a victim of his own thoughts. Specters 
of the dead haunt him, for tho cell has 
housed the murderers of many other hu- 
man beings. 


This sort of torture was devised by 


Ex-Mayor and former Chief of Police 
Sebastian, who objected to 
tha old 


method of clubbing and starving sus- 
pects into admitting crimes of

they were often innocent. But the sys- 
tem of leaving men alone with their con- 
sciences proved far more liorrible Rgony 
than the brutal, physical suffering thnt 
was formerly inflicted.

of the logged-off 
lands of 
Oregon, 


clearing them and realizing a. revenue 
at the'same time through the breeding 
and growing of Angora Roats. is a plan 
proposed by Dr. H. D. Parker, 306 
Davis street, who Has come recently 
to Portland. 


Dr. Parker asserts that his experi- 


ments in goat raising have shown him 
the possibility of realizing a profit of 
better than 11,000 a year on the goats, 
while the land itself is lioins increased 
In value at the same time. 


Dr. Parker will Kavo for New Or- 


leans and will buy aeveral flocks of 
Koats, which will be placed on Oregon 
lands. 


"As you know, the goat browses 


from the bushes," said Dr.- Parker. 
"The bush breathes through its leaves, 
and by keeping those leaves removed 
the Roat will kill effectively tho vegta- 
tion on the land where It is pastured. 
At the end of the first year grass seed 
can be sown on the land and a food 
for sheep and cattle raised.

As nearly as can be ascertained over 


$5,000 have been expended for school- 
books for the second semester of work 


Fort Wayne. The first semester's 


work came to a close Friday morning 
it 11 o'clock when the report cards 
were distributed to the children. 


Lists of new books which the chil- 


dren will use during the second seme- 
steer of work were also distributed 
and the children immediately set about 
to supply themselves with the necessi- 
ties. 
New books, tablets and papers 


were purchased. Although the book 
stores were crowded Friday afternoon 
and \vill be Saturday, it is anticipated 
that the crowds will be by far larger 
next Monday. 


A greatly exaggerated idea prevails 


concerning the total numbe^' of text- 
books and the cost of them. People 
have the idea that enormous sums are 
spent each year by school children for 
new books. Five thousand dollars is a 
small sum when it is considered that 
there are S.294 children in the public 
schools. From an official list it is dis- 
covered that if a <;hild going from the 
first grade to the e;giith grade pur- 
chases all new books the total expend- 
iture would be 56.70. This does not 
take care of pencils and paper. It in- 
cudes all textbooks. 
Many scholars 


ray second-hand books or use the 
ones that were used by their older sis- 
ters and brothers, which reduces the 
annual expenditure a great deal. The 
Dureau of education states that the 
average cost of textbook* per year for 
a child is 78.n cents. 


Failures Arc Few. 


Although the principals of all the 


public schools were about the busiest 
personages in the «'ity. one or two of 
them took a minute's tiim* tu impart 
the Information that the number of 
failures for the first semester of work 
were few. Only a few boys and girls 
left the schoolrooms with long-drawn- 
out faces. 
One of the principals re- 


ported that several of tho scholars had 
made the highest average grades that 
were ever mado in the srliool since she 
had been there.

hunger strike. 
Mrs. Ethel Byrne, of 


New York, sentenced to thirty days 
at the Blackwetl's island jail for dis- 
tribution of birth control information, 
was fed. by force after she refused to 
eat for five days. 


Miss Marion says hunger ..strikes 


and forcibly feedings she experienced 
in English jails have greatly impaired 
her life. 
She has been exiled from 


England because she is of German 
descent and is earning her living in 
New York working as a domestic 
servant. 


"I cannot think how human beinKr 


especially thoso who call themselves 
civilized, can resort to forcible feed- 
ings." said Miss Marion.

until it reaches the stomach, which, 
of course, is a most horriblo opera- 
tion. Vomiting and retching begin at 
onco. 


"But when the tube is forced down

down. Most of it comes back as fust 
a« they pour it down. Sometimes the

The vote to override the 
veto was along nonpartisau lines.

As a rule 
members from the rural districts voted 
for the bill and the members from the 
cities having a largo element of foreign 
population voted to sustain the presi- 
dent. Throe presidents have vetoed im- 
migration bills which contained a liter- 
acy test. President Cleveland first dis- 
approved such a measure. In Februarv, 
1013, President Taft vetoed the bill. The 
senate passed the bill over the veto by 
a vote of 72 to 13, but the house lacked 
a few votes of the required two-thirds 
majority.

Wilson vetoed the 


Burnett bill in February, 1915, the house 
lacked four votes of a majority to pass 
the bill over the veti. The bill did not 
go to the senate owing to the failure of 
reconsideration in the house. 


There is little doubt the senate will

Paris, Jan. 25.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press)—The elevation of 
Creneral Joffre to the rank of Marshal of 
France appears to have eliminated him 
entirely from any effective connection 
•with the army. The general public is 
slow to comprehend the situation but 
dUcreet references in the press leave lit- 
tle doubt as to the fact. Prior to the 
decree that named Joffre technical coun- 
cillor to the war council he tras the Com- 
mander-in-chief of all the French armies. 
Tho two decrees that were issued sim- 
ultaneously with that which raised him 
to the rank of marshal annulled the de- 
cree that made him councillor to the war 
council. In the meantime other decrees 
named General Nivclle commander-in- 
chicf of the French armies operating in 
France and General Sarrail commander- 
in-chief of the Saloniki expedition. An- 
other decree made Generals Nivelle and 
Sarrail responsible directly to tho minis- 
ter of -war. Consequently, Joffre is mar- 
shal without a command and without 
any other function excepting that mem- 
ber of the superior war council that has 
not met as such since the beginning of 
the war. 


It is held alsa that Joffr* ceased to be 


a. member of the superior war council 
tho moment he was placed in commaiid 
of the French armies in the field in face 
of the enemy. 


The new marshal, the first to have 


been na ncd under the third republic, is, 
according to some papers, already en- 
joying a rest,in his native town of Rive- 
saltc in the Basses Pyrenees. Others in- 
sist thiit he is still at his home in Paris. 
The Petit Parisicn says that ho lian nl- 
ready in readiness the barge with which, 
according to 
his declaration to the 


American newspaper correspondents, he 
longed to make ,a voyage by river and 
canal through France. 


"Joflre's barge," says the Petit Pnr- 


isien, "is moored on the left bank of the 
Seine in a solitary spot near Bougival 
where it'has remained since the first days 
of tho war. Nothing distinguishes it in 
outward appearance from other river 
barges. 


"The interior, however, is most com- 


fortably fitted up with study, reception 
room, library, salon and smoking room. 
No name is seen anywhero on tho barge 
but the inhabitants of tlie locality who 
talk of it already as tho 'marshal's 
barge* declare that it is to be named 
'The Swan."'

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He's Behind Uncle Sam's 


Plan to Build His Own 


Battleships. 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


\Vashinsrton, Feb. 2.—In appropri- 


ating twelve million dollars to equip 
government navy yards with machin- 
ery to build battleships, the 
house 


committee on naval affairs has taken 
a notable step forward. 
Secretary 


Daniels urged this appropriation. He 
was compelled to do so by the atti- 
tude of private ship builders who had 
not been willing to accept the govern- 
ment prices for hulls, armor and guns. 
The naval appropriation bills also 
adds nine millions to the sixty-six 
million dollars last year appropriated 
for the four new battle-cruisers. The 
builders want about nineteen millions 
apiece for hull and machinery to un- 
dertake these cruisers. 


With previous appropriations there 


is available now eighteen million dol- 
lars for equipping government navy 
yards. 
The secretary will use this 


money as rapidly as it can be used 
to advantage in making it possible 
for Uncle Sam to build his own battle- 
ships. 
Private' companies will have 


plenty to do in addition to what the 
government will do. 
Private yards 


are crowded now to the limit, build- 
ing commercial ships, and the pros- 
pect is that this activity will last for 
many years after the war. 


The United States army, on the ba- 


sis of the appropriation just made by 
the house of representatives, costs a 
million dolfars a day, including Sun- 
days. 
$360.000,000 is the amount ap- 


propriated for army purposes and this 
docs not take in numerous Items in- 
volved in the work of policing the 
Mexican border.

Chicago. Feb. 2-—"The net operating 


income of the railways of the United 
States for November, 1916, according to 
the report just issued by the inter stato 
commerce commission, shows a decline 
for the first time since January, 1915," 
says the Railway Age Gazette. "This 
means that the increase in operating ex- 
penses and taxes, -which has been going 
on for over a year, has at last, caught 
up with the increases in gross earnings. 
The railway net operating income for 
November was $101,717,000, or $441 a 
mile, as compared with $103,006,000 in 
November, 1015, or $449 a mile. The 
total operating revenues increased from 
$1,303 to $1,396 per mile and operating 
expenses increased by the same number 
of dollars per mile, from $801 to $894, 
so that the net operating revenue, $S02, 
was the same as for November. 1915. 
Taxes, however, increased from $53 to 
SCI per mile, which makes the decrease 
in net operating income $8 per mile. 
The reduction is brought about by the 
railroads in the eastern district, which 
show a decline in net operating revenue 
from SiSOO to $720 a mile, due to an in- 
crease in expenses of over $200 per mile. 
Their taxes also increased from $7'.' to 
$97 a mile, so that the net operating in- 
come of the eastern railways was only 
$023 as compared with $721 in 1915. The 
southern and western roads still show 
greater increases in revenue than in ex- 
penses. 


"For a considerable period after the 


increased volume of traffic began," the 
'. 


Railway Age Gazette says, "the railways j 
were able to control their operating ex-1 
penses so that they did not increase in 
proportion, but, on the eastern roads in 
particular, where the congestion of traf-1 
Re has been most felt, the expenses 
have 
for 
some time been increasing 


faster proportionately than the earnings. 
The increases in net operating income \ 
which have been shown since February 1,' 
1915, were due for several months to 
n reduction in operating expenses greater 
than the decline in gross earnings, which 
WHS still being shown in comparison with 
1914, and when the increase in earnings 
began about July, 1915, the expenses 
still showed a comparative decrease until 
about November. The end of the large 
increases in net which have, caused so 
much comment during the past year 
was foreshadowed, however, by the re- 
port for September, when with an in- 
crease of 12.6 per cent in earnings ]>er 
mile the operating expenses increased 
13.8 per cent. In October the increase in 
earnings was somewhat less, 10.8 per 
cent, while the increase in expense was 
11.7 per cent. The increases In expenses 
are principally in the department of con- 
ducting transportation, although there 
have 
been 
considerable Increases in 


maintenance. Taxes have been showing 
large increases throughout the year."
